Existing First Mortgage Bonds 
Not -to’ Be Disturbed — In- 
come Bonds to Be Sold and 
Receivership to End Next

New York, June 11.—Definite action 
toward. the dissolution of the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway Company re- 
ceivership was taken here today. Al- 
though no official statement was is- 
sued, it was learned that the general 
reorganization committee had met 
and practically agreed upon a plan of 
reorganization by which foreclosure 
of the property is to be avoided and 
the existing first mortgage 4 per cent 
bonds. will remain undisturbed, 

Money to pay off the receivers’ cer- 
tificates- and other immediate obliga- 
tions will be raised by the issue and 
sale of income bonds., It is expected 
that the reorganization will be ef- 
fected without assessing either the 
preferred or common shares. 

It is planned to retire $3,000,000 of 
the collateral trust three-year and 
ten-year 5 per cent notes before ma- 
turity. As now outlined $3,000,000 is 
to be called in on December 1 and 
$4,250.000 on January 1, 1910, thereby 
automatically terminating the receiv- 
ership. The plan also provides for 
the dissolutiom of the voting trust on 
January 1, 1910. A saving of not less 
than 20 per cent “2 fixed charges is 
expected under th. proposed plan. 

An. official stat aent embodying all 
these details pr’ voably will be issued 
next week. The banking houses as- 
sociated with the reorganization com- 
mittee include Halligarten & Company 
and Biair & Company.

‘Just before the 
senate took a recess, a motion by Mr. 
Cummins to recommit the woolen 
schedule to the finance committee was 
defeated by 8 to 59. 

Those voting in the affirmative were 
Beveridge, Bristow, Burkett, Clapp, 
Cummins, Dolliver and Nelson, all pro- 
gressive republicans. 

This vote concluded the considera- 
tion of the wool schedule. 

Duty on Pulp and Paper. 

Consideration of the articles on the 
free list was asked for by Mr. Smoot, 
when the senate met tonight. Mr. 
Brown, of Nebraska, asked why the 
next schedule, that on wood pulp and 
print paper, was to be passed over.

He _ also proposed to 
increase the duty on cut diamonds and 
other precious stones from 10 per 
cent to 25 per cent ad valorem, as 
well as to place a duty of 10 per 
cent ad valorem on uncut diamonds. 

Mr. Bacon contended that a large 
revenue is lost by the government an- 
nually because uncut diamonds are 
admitted free, but Mr. Lodge asserted 
that experience has showed that the 
revenue would fall considerably if a 
duty were placed on uncut diamonds. 
He added that there was nothing 
easier to smuggle than diamonds. 

The duty on cut diamonds and other 
precious stones was increased to 15 
per cent ad valorem and a duty of 5 
per cent ad valorem put on uncut dia- 
monds.

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RIVIERA. ROCKED 
BY. EARTHQUAKE 


Great Damage Is Done in 
Smaller Cities. 


Many Houses Wrecked and 
Several Persons Reported 
Dead — Troops Are Search- 
ing the Debris for the Dead 
and Injured. 


as 


11.—Two earth- 
shocks, running from northeast to 
southwest, were felt throughout the 
Riviera between 9 and 11 o’clock to- 
night. While the damage done here 
was not great, reports from smaller 
cities show that the effects of the sec- 
ond shock were serious. 

At Lamboso, a town of 2,500 inhabi- 
tans, 12 miles northwest of Aix, sev- 
eral houses collapsed and eight per- 
sons are reported to have been killed. 
Troops were immediately hurried 
there to search in the debris for pos- 
sible dead or injured persons. 

Several buildings also fell at Enguil- 
les, and at Aix a vermicelli factory 
was partially demolished. The dis- 
turbance extinguished the ag lamps 
in the street and broke crockery and 
window panes. 

Reports received later in the night 
indicated that the shocks had been 
felt practically throughout the whole 
south of France, and that they equalled 
in severity the earthquake of 1884. The 
violence of the shock appeared to have 
been greatest in the vicinity of Toulon. 

Warships in the harbor there were 
shaken from their moorings. In some 
Places, mysterious subterranean rum- 
blings accompanied the shocks. Re- 
ports, however, told of no further cas- 
ualties or extensive damage to prop- 
erty.

Episcopal Diocesan Coun- 
cil-Adopts Resolution. 


. Economic Conditions of 
the Country Are Becoming 
Alarming, if Not Revolv- 
tionary. 


Newport, Ky., June !!.—The Episco- 
pal diocesan council, of Lexington, hy., 
that has been in conference in New- 
port for four days, adopted the follow- 
ing remarkable resolution, dealing with 
present economic conditions of the 
country: 

“Whereas, the Protestant Epis- 
copal church, in the diocese of Lex- 
ington, state of Kentucky, being a 
bsanch of God’s church and assembled 
in court, feel deep concern over con- 
ditions created and being perpetrated 
by alarming, if not revolutionary, leg- 
islation, whereby the necessaries of the 
lives of the needy are disproportionate- 
ly taxed, and whereas such legislation 
is fast destroying men’s reverence for 
law and so tending to anarchy; 

‘Therefore, we, members of the 
councll aforesaid, conscious of the trust 
of righteousness, committed by the Tri- 
une God to plead with all constructing 
and controlling forces of our land— 
senatorial, congressional, legislative 
and executive—to give us law right 
in the sight of God, just and true to 
‘all the people, and we call upon every 
(Christian organization in the land to 
join us in this purpose and pleading.’”’

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SMALL HOPE FOR CHE CONSUMER. 


With every new victory for the Aldrich amendments to the pending tariff 
bill, the hope of an honest revision in the interest of the country’s consum- 
ers grows tragically less. . 

The disguise of tariff revision downward has been completely thrown 
aside. The republican platform pledge of revision has been construed to 
mean alteration alone and not reduction. | 

And the changes result in advances in the protective rates of duty al- 
most as often as in reduction. So much for the faith that may be placed 
in ante-election tariff reform pledges. : 

But according to the senate leaders, they are actually engaged in tariff 
revision. Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Lodge calmly assert that neither the party 
nor any of its leaders have taken any pledge to reduce the tariff. Mr. Lodge 
reads from the convention speeches and the campaigrm orations of Mr. Taft to 
prove his claim. 

Such a@ construction is, indeed, of recent promulgation. Had it been an- 
nounced last year, it might have changed a million of votes. If that con- 
struction prevails this year, it may upset things in some close congressional 
districts next year. 

But the view of the senate republican leaders is not shared even by 
their own colleagues. It will be futile for Mr. Aldrich to expect to deceive 
the country when he cannot even convince the republican elements in the 
senate of the justice of his claim. 

When republican senators like Dolliver, La Follette, Beveridge and Cum- 
mins attack a republican tariff measure as being outrageously prohibitive 
and can find no justification for it even under the plea of “protection,” the 
country may well wake up and note what is going on. 

What the country wants, and what it had been led to expect, is such 
revision as will reduce the cost of living. 

If the measure now being framed in tHe senate becomes a law, it will 
unquestionably increase the burden on the country’s consumers in many 
of the most common articles of daily use. 

From a legislative viewpoint, the present situation is far from promis- 
ing. Even if the house refuses to concur in the many advances the senate 
has made, it will be possible for the senate conferees to throw overboard 
many of the highest duties in making concessions to the house, and still 
Tetain a vast number of iniquitously high rates. 

What should have prompted the senate finance committee to advance 59 
per cent the rates of duty that were already so high as to be practically 
prohibitive passes ordinary comprehension. This it has done, as pointed out 
by Mr. La Follette. 

But there will come a day of reckoning. 

Having voiced their protest against such un-republican and uneconomic 
tariff tinkering, it would surely seem but natural that the objectors should 
finally register their objection by voting against the bill. 

The country will wait: with Interest to see if they cre consistent to.this 
extent. 

From tueir final votes may their honesty be judged. 
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IS FRANCE DECADENT? 


Occasionally odd little instances are sufficient to bring out important 
conditions. The definition has current application with regard to the senti- 
ment between this country and France, as brought out recently by an un- 
fortunate remark of President David Starr Jordan, of Leland Stanford uni- 
versity, in his address to the graduates of Bryn Mawr college 

President Jordan, it will be remembered, asserted that “France, by her 
own confession, is a weak and decadent nation.” 

Whereupon, an educated Frenchman rose in the audience, declaimed ex- 
citedly, “It is not true!” and forthwith withdrew from the arditorium. 

The incident has been taken up surprisingly by the American press, and 
it is interesting to remark the almost unanimous manner in which leading 
papers question President Jordan’s contention. \ 

Assuming that the causes of decadence are chiefly founded upon the ex- 
cess or the death rate over the birth rate, and the nation’s reputation for 
alcoholic dissipation, it is singular to note that in the former of these aspects 
the past year has brought a radical change. 

In 1907 deaths exceeded births in France by a total of approximately 
20,000. In 1908 the figures had been overwhelmingly reversed, and births 
topped deaths by more than 50,000. 

This does not resemble decadence, though it must not be forgotten that 
the result was obtained by a multiplicity of national “aws setting bounties on 
large families and in other ways encouraging the reproductive activities of 
the people. 

Regarding consumption of intoxicating liquors it may be pointec out 
that the French government has taken increasing cognizanc of the factor 
of intemperance the last five years. Restrictions have been thrown around 
both the sale and manufacture of wines, liquors and absinthe, and it is claimed 
that the diminution in both, domestically speaking, is perceptible. 

In the essential attributes of thrift, industry and culture, not to mention 
progress in political science, France is well in the van of European nations. 
Outside of England, it is probably the largest of the creditor nations of the 
world. 

From all of which it would appear that the decadence of the nation, as 
a whole and not judged by isolated classes is at least open to controversy.

The American Medica] Association has gone on record as opposed to the 
use of benzoate of soda as a preservative in food. — 

The action of the house of delegtes of the association, in convention in 
Atlantic City{ is opposed to the findings of the Remsen board and demands 
a vindication of the position taken by Dr. Hervey W. Wiley, the govern- 
ment chomis*t. 

This is a significant new development in what has been a dramatic and 
most absorbingly interesting contest. 

The general public has for several months been famijliar with benzoate. 
After a searching and painstaking analysis of the effect of this preservative, 
Dr. Wiley dezlared it harmful and deleterious. 

From that time forward the name of Abdul Ben Zoate led all the rest 
of food preservatives in the vigor with which it was attacked and defended. 

The tide of battle changed with the appointment of the Remsen board 
as a court of appeals from Dr, Wiley’s decisions. When that board pro- 
nounced benzoate not only harmless, but actually beneficial, there was joy 
in the camp of the manufacturers who use it. 

But now comes the action of the convention, representing ten thovsand 
medical practitioners throughout the country, which declares that benzoate is 
harmful and petitions congress to pass legislation oositively forbidding 
its use. 

The doctors are opposed to the use of any preservative in foods, hcw- 
éver much such preservatives may improve the taste or appearance of the 
food products, which interferes with digestion and sets up disorders in cer- 


tain organs. : 
The recommendations of the country’s physicians will, unquestionably, 


carry weight. 

When they declare positively and unequivocally for the enactment of 
legislation that will “prohibit absolutely and unqualifiedly the use of ben- 
zoate of soda and similar precervatives in the preparation and preservation 
of foods destined for interstate commerce,” they make a statement that will 
cause the country to think. 
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WHAT’S WRONG AT ANNAPOLIS? 


Out of a graduating class of 200 last year, 80 midshipmen at the Annapolis 
naval academy were declared physically unfit for duty and permitted to retu-n 
to civil life. This year’s class of 180 lost approximately 48 members from 
the same cause. 

These two successive developments, occurring at a time when che ation 
encounters the greatest difficulty in supplying her fieets with competent 
officers, have given rise to a series of misgivings and bewilderments in both 
lay and official circles. 

Obviously, it is extremely unprofitable for the government to expend large 

sums in fitting young men for important service, if it is to be deprived of 
their usefulness in such a formidable ratio. This is not to mention the per. 
centage that each year eiect to follow civil pursuits, as well as the humani- 
tarian phase. 
With these facts in mind, Secretary of the Navy Meyer has instituted a 
searching inquiry into student conditions at the academy, tending to reveal 
whether these consecutive disasters are due to a too exacting curriculum 
or to the environment of the routine, He argues that radical fault exists 
somewhere, since all these students, at the time of their entry, passed phys- 
ical examinations practically without a flaw. 

It is not inconceivable that should these important “leaks” continue, the

The motion of Bishop C. K. Nelson, 
of the Protestant Episcopal church, 
Atlanta diocese. to vacate a judgment 
rendered against him in the garnish- 
ment case of the National Bank of 
Brunswick, was given a hearing yes- 
terday before Judge W. D. Ellis, in 
the superior court. 

Argument on the case was not heard, 
a continuance until the latter ,part of 
June being ordered by Judge Ellis. It 
is thought the case will develop some 
interesting features in regard to the 
legality’ of garnisheeing the clergy. 

Attorney Ben Conyers, of counsel 
for the Brunswick bank, declared dur- 
ing the reading of their demurrer, that 
Bishop Nelson had on a previous occa- 
sion been in the “mill,” 
out on a technicality. 

To this statement 
Alston, of McDaniel, Alston & Black, 
representing Bishop Nelson, took ex- 
ception: Bishop Nelson sat with his 
attorneys during the hearing. 

Judgment For $1,902.16. 

The judgment which Bishop Nelson 
seeks to vacate is in the sum of $1,- 
902.16, including interest, attorneys 
fees and costs of court. It was ren- 
dered against him by Judge 
Pendleton on May 4, 
to answer the garnishment sued out 
by the Brunswick bank February 
1905. 

This garnishment was the result of 
a judgment for the same amount 
against Rev. J. J. P. Perry, a clergy- 
man, formerly located at Brunswick, 
who had charge of a parish there be- 
fore the division of the diocese. 

A similar garnishment was issued on 

the same suit pending at Brunswick 
upon a priest, and after considerable 
litigation that judgment was set aside 
as not having been served upon an 
-agent of the church. Because of this 
(ease, Bistlop Nelson declares in his 
motion that he was confused as to 
| whether or not it was a duty imposed 
‘upon him to answer the garhishment 
sued out against him. He declares

STATE CAN’T LEVY 
ON BANK’S REALTY 


Judge Ellis Renders Decision in 
Petition of Neal Bank 
Creditors. 


In the superior court yesterday. 

judge W. D. Ellis decided that the 
state could get the money still due it 
by the defunct Neal bank from the as- 
sets in the hands of the receiver with- 
out having to resort to a levy on the 
property sold by the bank before it 
failed. 
' ‘This decision is the outcome of an 
amended petition of 8. Booth and oth- 
er depositors who brought an inter- 
vention in the receivership case seek- 
ing to set aside the state's priority of 
right on the assets, and make it de- 
pend on the realty and personal prop- 
ertv of the bank for satisfaction. 

The state has already been paid its 
full claims by the defunct bank with 
the exception of $13,860 deposited by 
several state officials. This was the 
amount Judge Ellis decided could be 
obtained from the bank's assets with- 
out resorting to a levy. When the 
bank failed it owed the state as a de- 
pository $190,000. 

The depositors in their petition alse 
asked that the state be made to go 
for its claims to the $300,000 worth of 
assets of the bank alleged to have 
been tn the hands of the trustees of 
the clearing house association at the 
time of the failure. Judge Ellis, how- 
ever, refused to compel the state to do 
this. 

The decision of Judge Ellis will 
have the effect of giving protection to 
the parties who bought the bank’s 
propeity before the institution went 
into the hands of a receiver. 

Attorneys R. B. Blackburn, Walter 
R. Brown, E. P. Upshaw and F. M. 
Hughes represented the depositors and 
will carry the case to the supreme 
court. The state was represented by 
Attorney General Hart.

FRENCH AUTO TRADE 
IN A VERY BAD WAY 


Overproduction and the Anti- 
Speeding Laws Re- 
sponsible. 


New York, June 11—A. Schwartz, for- 
eign representative of an American 
automobile manufacturer, arrived here 
from Europe yesterday and reported 
that the motor car business in France 
was in a deplorable condition. He 
said that because of the great over- 
production of motor cars abroad, the 
manufacturers are literally begging 
dealers to dispose of their stock and 
that many hundreds of cars are in 
storage. Many buildings, which for 
years have been occupied by automo- 
bile dealers, he said, now bore the 
“For Rent” signa. 

Coupled with over-productien, Mr. 
Schwartz attributes the reprisal action 
of the government, the police making 
as many arrests as possible and fre- 
quently for the most trifling offenses, 
‘and the authorities assessing a tax of 
$1 for each seat in a motor car, and 
what amounts to practically a tax of 
$2 for each horse power. A 30-horse 
power car with seven seats must pay 
fa tax of about $67.

Warm Springs, Ga., June 11.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—With a fairly good attendance 
of the cotton manufacturers of the 
state, the annual session of the Geor- 
gia Industrial Association was held 


here today, presided over by Dr. Jeff 
Davis, of Toccoa, retiring president of 
the association. 

It had been planned for the conven- 
tion to last two days, but it was 
found that the business could be trans- 
acted in one day, and adjournment 


was had late this afternoon. Athens

Address of Landis, 

The feature of the day was the ad- 
dress of ex-Congressman Charles B. 
Landis, of Indiana, on the subject of 
encouraging the building and operat- 
ing .of American-manned ships. He 
advocated that American ships be given 
a preferential bonus for carrying the 
mails to the Orient, Australia and 
South America, the details being left 
with the postal department. 

The association, by unanimous vote, 
adopted a resolution indorsing the 
idea of the government encouraging 
ship-building through the postal de- 
partment, just as fast train schedules 
are now encouraged by bonuses. 

Discussion was had on topics of 
practical interest to cotton manufac- 
turers. President Barrett, of the 
Farmers’ Union, and Martin V. Calvin 
were among the visitors. Director 
John Barrett, of the International Bu- 
reau of American Republics, was on 
the program, but could not attend. 

New Officers. 

New officers were elected as fol- 
|lows: President, Jack J. Spalding, At- 
lanta; vice president, J. L. Hand, Pel- 
‘ham; secretary and treasurer, Charles 
'D. Tuller, Atlanta. 

The address of Mr. Landis is as fol- 
lows: 

“I have never met any thoughtful 
person in this country who did not be- 
lieve but that the United States should 
mene | HAVE its own ocean-carrying service, 
but péople disagree as to the bést 
method of res yng the flag to the 
salt seas. 

Two Methods Advocated. 

“Two principal methods are advocat- 
ed, those of encouraging overseas 
shipping by means of ocean mail sub- 
ventions and, in certain instances, di- 
rect subsidy; the second method by 
means of discriminating duties. The 
latter method is most largely favored 
by southern congressmen. Mail sub- 
vention and subsidies were recom- 
mended by the merchant marine com- 
mission appointed during President 
Roosevelt's administration. This com- 
‘mittee was first tn favor of discrim- 
inating duties, but, after visiting al- 
most every port in the United States 
and taking 2,000 pages of testimony, 
the committee abandoned its plan for 
discriminating duties, and finally rec- 
ommended subsidies as the only fea- 
sible method of restoring the flag to 


Tthe seas. 


“From the early days of the repub- 
lic to 1828, the United States followed 
the discriminating duty plan. since 
England and France discriminated 
against the United States. When Eng- 


ingness to treat American shipping 
fairly, we entered into trade agree- 
ments with those nations and aban- 
doned discriminating duties. Should 
we return to it now, it would mean 
the tearing up of thirty treaties with 
foreign nations, would lead undoubted- 
ly to retaliations and a sullen  hos- 
tility against this nation in every cab- 
inet in Europe, and I doubt whether 
a merchant marine is worth such a 
price. No nation in the world now 
enforces discriminating duties. 

Mr. Landis called attention to the 
cotton industry. ‘““‘What are the cotton 
manufacturers doing?’ he interrogated. 
“In the year 1907 southern cotton milis 
sent to South America manufactured 
products to the value cf $11,313,618. 
During the same period England sent 
to the South American countries cot- 
ton cloths and yarns to the value of 
$46,083,423. The figures analyzed show 
that the export trade of England to 
the South American countries in cot- 
ton cloths was nearly six times great- 
er than our own, while on cotton 
yarns and threads it was fifty times 
greater. | 

“Truly, it seems.to.me that south- 
ern manufacturers and business men

Could Solve Problem, 


‘It is contended that we could solve 
the problem by discriminating duties— 
giving a lower rate to imports carried 
in American ships. Thi would not 
be feasible, as 47 per cent of the im- 
ports now come in free of duty. Such 
a policy would necessitate placing a 
tariff on all go00ds brought into this 
country. No nation follows such a pol- 
icy, and we have more than thirty 
treaties that would have to be torn up 
and thrown away if We entered upon 
it. It would drive other nations to the 
same defense, and result in a w.c of 
retaliation and reprisal that would de- 
stroy all hope of ultimate gain. 

“One of the jeading newspapers of 
the south, deeply interésted in this 
question, and anxious to get our flag 
on the gea, recently asked this ques- 
tion, and suggested that 1 answer it: 
‘Would not giving American registry 
to foreign-built ships go far toward 
solving this question? Why, for ex- 
ample, would not many, if not all, of 
those ‘ American-owned, but foreign- 
built, ships represented in that invest- 
ment of $200,000,000, of which Mr., 
Landis speaks, be glad to come under 
the prestige and protection of the 
American flag if the opportunity were 
only affordeq them?’ 

“This is what is called the ‘free-ship’ 
contention.. It has been tried and aban- 
doned b Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Japan, Norway, Italy and all 
other nations. Not one of these leading 
nations that does not resort to gub- 
sidy.

New York, June 11.—R. G, Dun &

Statistics of pig iron production dur- 
ing May furnish additional evidence 
of the betterment of iron and steel. A 
significant development is the urgency 
with which many buyers request 
prompt deliveries, especially trans- 
porting companies. 

Greater interest and larger volume 


‘of actual transactions are observable 


in the primary cotton goods market 
than for a long time past. Jobbers 
are the principal operators, although 
the market as a whole still continues 
to be somewhat uneven. There is an 
advance on the majority of heavy 
g00ds which will probably curtail! for- 
eign demand for some time. In the 
print cloth division, narrow cloths 
show increased firmness as a result of 
operations comprising between 206,000 
and 300,000 pieces, exrending on deliv- 
ery into September. This has stiffen.- 
ed all odd counts, while wide convert- 
ibles have also advanced in price. A 
very fair distribution of prints from 
first hands h&s occurred during the 
past month and stocks are said to be 
materially depleting. Bleached goods 
are moving moderately and have ad- 
vanced in price, while ginghams are 
strong and napped goods for fall are 
in excellent -condition. The woolen 
goods division interest at present cen- 
ters in the opening of staples by the 
leading producer. 

Demand, as a whole, shows an 
provement in shoe conditions. 

In the packer hide market, the 
movement has been fairly active at 
firm prices, with some advances due 
to improved quality on later receipts. 
There is an active leather market, 
leading St. Louis shoe manufacturers 
having made heavy purchases of sole 
leatber at Boston. 


REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, June _ 11.—Cotton has 
been rather marking time than other- 
wise during the past week, except 
that July hap slumped under heavy 
liquidation, partly on account of a 
large New Orleans operator, who is 
supposed to have taken some 50,000 
bales of October in exchange for July. | 
What will be the size of the July no-| 
tices is problematical. The impres-' 
sion among not a few is that not many 
notices will be issued. 

June is apt to be a month of con- 
trary news about the crop, and this 
year is no exception to the rule. 
There are enough favorable reports to 
give a check to bull speculation. On 
the other hand, some reports are bad 
enough to make bears wary. Receipts 
at the seuthern markets show a note- 
worthy falling off. In parts of the 
eastern belt recent rains are consid- 
ered by many as excessive, and tem- 
peratures hafe been too low. There 
are some reports cf grassy fields in 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama. 
Texas drought has recently been re- 
lieved to some extent, but parts of the 
State, it is said, will need rain. 

After the winter drought, too, is 
contended that such moisture as the 
State has had does not penertate deep 
enough to fortify the soil against pos- 
sible dry weather in July and August. 
In other words, bull speculators §in- 
sist that the recent improvement in 
the plant in Texas Is more apparent 
than real. Latterly the spot business 
in this country has been rather better 
and Liverpool sales have somewhat in- 
creased. A jsprominent Fall River 
manufacturer has been buying large 
amounts of print cloths, and the dry 
gocds situation generally shows grad- 
ual improvement. 

NVginy believe that there may be | 
some decrease‘in the acreage, owing to | 
the high price of gr&in, if, for no other 
reason. Latterly, prominent spot 
houses here have been good buyers of 
the new crop months, and Liverpool, 
(Chicago, New Orleans, Memphis and 
Augusta have also bought. Wall street 
has traded in and out. Bears have 
been very cautious. On the other 
hand, some of the original bulls are 
also pursuing a conservative course. 
Speculation has dwindled, and the 
weather of late has, as a rule, been 
favorable. 

While some reports about Europe's 
trade are rather more cheeful, others 
are unfavorable. Prices have already 
had a sharp advance this year. Con- 
siderations like these have latterly 
kept the trading within more sober

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Sugar and Rice Review. 


New York, June 11.-—-The unusually 
poor demand for refined sugar has re- 
among local refiners for business, Ar- 
buckles forcing the issue with a 20- 
point cut to 4.60 cents net for stand- 
ard granulated, which the Federal, 
another independent, met despite a re- 
cent advance to 4.90 cents. After a 
good business was taken the independ- 
ents, as well as the American, again 
advanced prices. 

The unseasonable weather has 
knocked all predictions in the head, 
for, with plentiful and cheap berries, 
the sugar consumption would have 
increased, compelling replenishment of 
supplies. As matters stand now, the 
invisible supply of sugar in the coun- 
try is not large, but the jobbers and 
refiners are well stocked up for sev- 
eral weeks to come, particularly at 
consignment points, so that prices 
were necessarily reduced to stimulate 
business. 

One result of the cut was to lower 
the views of sellers of raw sugar who 
accepted 1-16c less for prompt Cubas, 
despite the fact that the season is 
practically over on the island, only 
nine centrals now grinding, with re- 
ceipts for the week of 6,000 tons, The 
refiners have sugar enough for the 
next few weeks, and with “the manu- 
factured product dull are naturally not 
clamoring for stock. They have yet 
to make preparation for the fall cam- 
paign by purchasing Javas. Prospects 
for more competition are not liked 
here, as the production is already 
ahead of the consumption, and one 
leading independent is said to have 
broached the subject of a general 
closing down for a few weeks.
